The recent announcement that 
a 


clergyman had established the prae-. 
tice of illustrating the work of his 
Bible classes with moving pictures 
did not herald an unprecedented ac- 
tion by any means. It had already 
been shown that these pictures could 
tie used to great advantage in im- 
pressing geographical facts, historical 
events and natural 
wonders 
upon 


the minds of children much more in- 
delibly than plan, unvarnished text. 


This method of instruction is 
the 


subject of an interesting article by 
John Collier in a recent number of 
The Survey Magazine. "The school, 
he says, "will use the motion picture 
because it is graphic. The growth of 
a plant from seed to harvest is shown 
in a 10 minute space on the screen
